Death 
o f Edwin 
ITI. Mtanloa. 


“ Like the sound of the fall of a mighty pine 
in the stillness of the woods," as an Indian 
orator once said of a chief of his tribe, comes 
to us from W ashington the news of the death 
of that heroic and conspicuous patriot and 
public servant, Edwin M. Stanton. 
Elsewhere 
in these columns we give a sketch of his life 
and public services ; but the occasion is emi­ 
nently fitting for some passing general remarks, 
which we here propose, on tlra im portant part 
which this e.xtraordinary man so well per­ 
formed from the beginning to the end of our 
recent terrible and momentous struggle for the 
life of llie nation. 
There was a crisis in our national affairs 
toward the close of Buchanan’s deplorable 
admini.stration, 
the dangers of which can 
hardly bo exaggerated. 
In this crisis there 
were four men on guard, each equal to the 
demands of the hour, who deserve especial 
remembrance. 
They were General Winfield 
Scott, whose wise m ilitary precautions defeated 
the first intended coup of the Southern con­ 
spirators, the capture of W ashington; and 
Edwin M. Stanton, General Dix and Judge 
Holt, who—on the retirem ent of the secession 
conspirators, Cobb, Floyd and Thompson, and 
in tbe reconstruction of the Cabinet, which 
followed—it so happened were called In among 
Buchanan’s new advisers, and just in time to 
save him from an unconditional capitulation to 
the projected Southern confederacy. 
These 
three men (Stanton, Dix and Holt) held up the 
feeble arm s of Buchanan, where otherwise he 
would have.fallen in his drivelling im becility; 
while Scott, with his hastily collected troops and 
improvised defences of the Capitol and T rea­ 
sury Department, held at bay the rebel volun­ 
teers organized and lying in wait in M aryland 
and Virginia for the assassination of the 
incoming President Lincoln and the seizure 
of Washington. 
The patriotism and intrepidity exhibited by 
Stanton In this crisis m arked him out to Presi­ 
dent Lincoln as his man for the W ar Office In 
another crisis with the retirem ent of General 
Cameron. 
A t this point in our history, 
January, 1802, the city of W ashington and the 
army of McClellan were invested by the rebel 
army of Joe Johnston, and the Potomac river 
by his laml batteries was held under a rigid 
blockade. 
The national cause 
looked so 
unpromisiug that England and France were 
itching for a pretext for an arm ed alliance 
with Jeff Davis in order to put an end to the 
“ Groat Repiihlic” and a stop to the march of 
popular institutions and popular ideas. 
A t 
the same time our national treasury, depleted 
by Cobb and Lis associate conspirators, and 
left on the verge of bankruptcy by Buchanan, 
was threateneil with ruin. 
Thus the prospect 
for the Union cause, in a diplom atic, finan­ 
cial and iniliUry view, was dark, dubious and 
discouraging. 
But in this fearful crisis, as in the first, it 
so happened again that there were tlirce men 
ill the Cabinet, each in liis departm ent the 
very man for the emergency—Seward, Chase 
and Stanton. 
A war with England and France 
at the time when W ashington and McClellan’s 
army were held under si»>go by Joe Johnston, 
or at any lime in the interval to Lincoln’s second 
election in 18Ct, would have broken up the 
L'liion for a division among the spoilers; for 
did not the Chicago Democratic Presidential 
Convention of that year pronounce the war 
against the Southern confederacy “ a failure?" 
It was imperatively necessary then on our 
part to avoid a rupture with England or France, 
for a break with either would have been a w ar 
with both. 
How our Secretary of 
State, 
Seward, kept the peace with them we need not 
here repeat. 
In his hum iliating concessions 
and special pleadings, from time to time, he 
sorely tried the patience 
of oiir Northern 
]i»‘oplc, but, much against their will, he kept 
off England and Franco. 
la the next place, without money we could 
not have m aintained for a twelvemonth the 
war against Jeff Davis and his cotton and 
English cotton loans. 
The paper money sys­ 
tem, «jrganized and put into operation by the 
Secretary of tbe Treasury, Chase, met the 
exigency, and in making the banks and other 
corporations and the great fiody of the people 
of the North the holders and endorsers of his 
paper li<- made them an active, earnest and 
resistless phalanx in support of the w ar for 


the rebels again In front of the national capi­ 
tal. 
Next G rant la called to the rescue, in 
the command of all our arm ies, and his grand 
combinations, with Stanton’s supplies of men 
and materials, diffused over an area equal to 
the half of Europe, culm inated in tbe flight and 
pursuit of Jeff Davis and of Lee, in the light of 
their burning Confederate capital, and ended in 
the collapse of the rebellion. 
Through all 
these vicissitudes the courage, the constancy, 
the wonderful industry, capabilities an»l re­ 
sources of Stanton never failed and never 
flinclied. 
There he stood among the breakers, 
a strong lighthouse, through all the lasliings of 
the storm, always shining out only the more 
clearly when apparejitly t!ire.iloned witli de­ 
struction. 
An hone.4, earnest, active, firm, resolule, 
decisive and efficient man was Stanton in the 
War Office— the man of all men for the part he 
had to play. 
It m ay bo said that he was 
rough, imperious, despotic, cruel and offensive 
in many things. 
M easured, however, by the 
hatred of the implacable adherents of the 
relMillion, in his services to the Union he stands 
first in the list of the g reat champions of tlie 
cause. Eminently distinguished in the charac­ 
ter of Carnot, he has left the additional fame 
of a lawyer ftilfy qualified for the high position 
to which he was but the other day appointed 
and confirmed, as a judge of the Supreme 
Court. 
His flame will live and his memory 
will be revered while the enduring priacipies 
of Union, liberty, equal rights and law survive 
in the minds of men. 
H is friends, in view of 
his services as a public man, are millions in 
number, while the enemies he leaves behind 
him, witli a few exceptions, are the unhappy 
mourners over the “ lost cause,”

The memory of eighteen centuries of Chris­ 
tian civilization comes back to us this day. 
That civilization has not been all unspotted. 
Many harsh and cniel things have been done 
in the name of the Christian religion; nor have 
its professors always been as 
true as the

The tables of the ancient 
barons la tbe days of Bluff H arry, with their 
famous boars’ heads and giant flagons of wine, 
did not excel in hospitable show the tables of 
our citizens in those less barbarous times. 
Jew els from the O rient, pearls from the Indian 
seas, gold from our own California and silver 
from Nevada sparkle in tbe Broadway win­ 


d o w s , b o o k s with o o s tly biadlnas heap the 
shelves of the publishers, and at this festive 
season these giRs find tholr way into thousands 
of boiisehold.s to m ake glad the hearts of 
mothers, 
wives 
and 
children—dutiful and 
loving rem inders tliat Christmas has come 
again, and that home is not forgotten in the 
general joy. 
There may be a reverse to this picture, and 
we know that, in a large community like ours, 
there must be a dark side to every picture. 
“ The poor always ye have with you,” said He 
who preached charity to all men. 
Let those 
whose households arc illuminated with happi­ 
ness to-day forget not, when the church bells 
call them to worship—to join in the glorious 
anthem which belongs to this groat festival— 
that there are many homes around them where 
Imt little Christm as festivity will enter. 
Let 
them remember, also. Hint all tlie duties of the 
day are not limited to prayers and preachings. 
God help the poor little ones whose fathers 
went homo last night with diminished purses ! 
No joyful jingle of Santa Claus’ m erry bells 
for them. 
No comfort for their sad young 
hearts but the smiles and whispers of tiie 
angels who m inister to Him who said “ Suffer 
liltle children to come u n tó m e .” 
Be ye who 
revel in the exuberance of this Christm as fes­ 
tival, welcome its bright, auspicious skies, who 
share the pleasures of its malin<‘os in a dozen 
tiieatres, who gather aroiiud the domestic 
altars where thousauds of turkeys are sacri­ 
ficed, who recall old memories beside the yule 
log, and smile beneath the Christmas holly— 
be ye the angels to these little ones—remember­ 
ing the memorable words, “ iQasiniich as ye 
have done it unto one of Hie least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto m e.”

There is generally danger in over much talk­ 
ing and in long drotrn out diplomatic corre­ 
spondence, and Mr. Fish has shown this In bis 
lengthy despatch of Septem ber 2.T, 18B!», on 
the Alabama claims. 
He has gone la direct 
opposition to the cherished [jolicy of this coun­ 
try, of m aking no entangftng alliances or enter­ 
ing into no unnecessary international obliga­ 
tions with the governm ents of Europe. 
From 
the time of W ashington, who first cautioned 
his country against onteriug into entangling 
alliances with European Pow ers, and who 
desired this republic to have a policy of its 
own, to within a recent period our govern­ 
ment has avoided entering into general treaties 
having a political bearing. 
Yet our present 
Secretary of States says to Mr. Motley, the 
American Mlni.ster at London, to bo communi­ 
cated to the British governm ent, th at import­ 
ant changes in the rules of public law regard­ 
ing neutral rights and belligerency are desir­ 
able, and that this has been d»?monstrated by 
the incidents of the last few years. 
Mr. Fish 
intimates, conscquontly, th at in view of the 
maritime prominence of G reat B ritain and the 
U nited States It would befit them to m ature 
and propose to tho other States of Christen­ 
dom 
such 
changes 
in the rules of pub­ 
lic 
law. 
Lord 
Clarendon, 
of 
course, 
seized 
with 
avidity 
this 
proposition 
or 
intimation, 
and 
rem arked, 
that “ her 
Majesty’s governm ent fully agree with Mr. 
Fish in considering that it would be desirable 
to turn the difficulties which have arisen 
between the two governm ents to good account 
by making the solution of them subservient 
to the adoption, as between them selves in the 
first instance, of such changes in the rules of 
public law as may prevent the recurrence 
betw een nations that m ay concur In them of 
sim ilar difficulties hereafter.” 
England and the other Pow ers of Europe 
would be very glad to m ake any general treaty 
on the «nbject of neutrality or belligerency 
that would arrest tbe progress and destiny of 
the United States in this hem isphere, that 
would tie up the hands of our governm ent In 
such a case as th at of Cuba ju st now, or In the 
case of any w ar for independence hereafter by 
any of tbe Am erican colonies of European 
nations. 
It is tbe very thing they want, for 
they are jealous of the expansion and growing 
power of the United States and fear the spread 
of republican institutions and ideas. 
It will 
be rem embered that they w anted to bind us in 
this m anner relative 
to 
Cuba and other 
European possessions in A m erica by the pro­ 
posed famous tripartito treaty which 
Mr. 
Edw ard Everett, 
when Secretary of State, 
knocked on the head. 
H e spoke like an 
Am erican statesm an when he declined to enter 
into this treaty, because, as he said, “ Cuba, 
territorially and commercially, would in our 
hands bo an extrem ely valuable possession,” 
and that “ in certain contingencies It might be 
alm ost essential to our safety ;” and also 
because “ by the proposed tripartite treaty the 
U nited States m ight disable them selves from 
making an acquistion in th e natural order of 
things. ” Yet Mr. Fish now proposes to enter into 
a general treaty with European governm ents 
on the subject of neutrality and belligerency 
which would assuredly bind the U nited SUtos 
froui expansion or oonexaUuu, ana wfalcU 
would prevent us from extending sym pathy or 
giving aid to any colonial people struggling 
for their independence. 
This is the kind of 
ststesm anship which rules in W ashington now. 
How h(ivo the mighty fallen! 
How degraded 
a position has this great republic assum ed in 
its foreign policy under the shortsighted and 
w eak men now at the head of tho State De­ 
partm ent 1 
But does Mr. Fish suppose he can 
bind England not to foment w ars and to inter­ 
pose in them for the sake of tcnito rial expan­ 
sion or aggrandiz*'ment in different parts of tho 
w orld? 
Does b eth in k France, I’russla, Rus­ 
sia and other European Powers will be deterred 
from annexation, or from carrying out their 
ambition or destiny whenever an opportunity 
occurs? 
N eutrality will bo observed ju st so 
long as It suits their policy aud no longer. 
We 
w ant no such treaty or alliances. 
We want a 
policy of our own, applicable to Am erica, and 
adapted to the peculiar conditions of our na­ 
tional position and existence. 
We w ant no 
treaty that will prevent the citizens of this 
republic from sym pathizing with or giving 
aid to any colony that m ay he struggling 
for independence 
and 
to 
throw 
off tlie 
yoke of an 
odious 
European 
despotism. 
Mr. I'Tsh has a very limited vision, and does 
not comprehend in the least w hat should be 
the policy of this country. 
It is lamentafde to 
think wo have no statesm an of larger and 
comprehensive Amorican views at the helm of 
affairs.

were sufficient evidences of the poisonous 
action of lead, which the Professor said might 
bo fairly attributed to tho use of Croton water, 
but not to any atudiad design ou the part of 
the deceased or others to destroy life—that, 
in fact, tho “ attainm ent” of lead in this case 
in tbe stomach was not suflicient to cause 
death. 
The Croton lead pipes, the Profes­ 
sor 
said, 
were 
avenues 
through 
which 
acetate 
of 
load 
finds 
access 
to 
the 
stomach, 
but 
it 
was 
not 
stated 
that 
it was ever known that the lead thus Imbibed 
caused death. 
Mrs. G ailer was, of course, 
honorably discharged, while her accuser is 
held to answer the charge of blackm ailing and 
perjury—two crimes calling for the severest 
punishment. 
But what about the Croton lead 
pipes? 
Enough is now known to cause a 
Hclcntific investigation to bo made as regards 
tbe dangers arl.sing from their use, and wbut 
other healthier description of pipes can be 
substituted in tbeir place. 
This is an impor­ 
tant question, and ought to enlist Hie imme­ 
diate attention of the Bosrd of HealHi.

The excitem ent occasioned by the announce­ 
ment that our present postal relations with 
France will expire on the 1st of January next 
was alleged by tho Em peror’s expression

between France and tho UnUe»I States. 
This 
wish was doubtless father of the imperial 
decree which has since been promulgated, 
o.stablishing new postal arrangem ents between 
tho two countries. 
L etters of ten grammes 
weight, scut direct, require prepaym ent of 
sixty centimes; 
sent h f way of England, 
seventy centimes. 
Stamps are to be obtained 
of the French adm inistration. 
Insufficient 
prepaym ent under the postage, null. 
The pre­ 
payment of all letters carried by the French 
steam ers is obligatory. 
In the decree an 
advance is m ade towards cheap ocean postage, 
tbe advantages of which m ust ultim ately be 
recognized by the French as well as by the 
English and German. 
The intorniption to.the 
French trade which even a brief suspension 
of our postal relations with 
France would 
cause would be more seriously felt there than 
here. 
General Banks seems to have effected 
what Senator Ramsey failed to accomplish on 
his late mission as a special agent to secure a 
new postal treaty. 
A Paris paper, Lc I'aiie- 
7ncn(, echoed public ojiinion both in France 
and in the United States when it said there is 
reason to hope that the negotiations between 
Mr. W ashburne 
and 
Prince de la Tour 
d'A uvergne relative to the Kronch-American 
cables will soon reach a conclusion satisfac­

It will be observed, in looking over this 
table, that, while from the 21st of December to 
the 7th of January we gain fifteen m inutes in 
the afternoon, we lose four minutea in the 
morniug, so th at tho actual lengthening of the 
day is 
only eleven minutes. 
A gain, on 
December 12, the sun went down to us of this 
city at d:fi2, giving us the shortest afternoon 
in the y e a r: but on the same day the sun rose 
at 7:15, or six m inutes earlier than on tho 
21st. 
How is it that from noon, supposed to 
bo the exact m iddle of the day, we have first 
for several weeks, 
as the shortest day is 
coming on, 
the forenoon longer than tho 
afternoon, and then, from the shortest day, 
the afternoon longer than the forenoon? 
While rolling its annual circuit round the 
sun of six hundred millions of miles the earth 
has not its axis or its poles placed at right 
angles with the line it pursues, but in an 
oblique or slanting direction ; first, beginning 
with tho year, careening so as to present the 
northern hemisphere more directly to the sun, 
for half the year, and then careening back so 
as to give the other half of tho year to tho 
southern hemisphere. 
Thus, when it Is mid­ 
winter in New York it is midsummer in the 
same degree of latitude south of tho equator, 
and vice versa; and as for the month or so of 
irregularities 
betw een 
the 
forenoons 
and 
afternoons, at the turning point of tbe earth 
from north to south, or from south to north, 
in its daily revolutions at these times, wo 
may compare the earth to a ship in tacking 
about. 
It takes a little tim e in making the 
tack before the ship gets under full sail ag ain ; 
and so it is with the earth in reco*’erian’ the 
equilibrium on her axletrce. 
By the 8th of 
January,» having m ade the turn, or rather the 
lift, which is to bring fier northern hemisphere 
back again to the sun, she will 1ft all right 
again, and our days will go on lengthening, 
morning and evening the same, till the sum­ 
mer is again upon ns. 
But how is it th at as 
Tne (lays bcnin to lenjrtticn, 
Tbe coia begins to siroogiben» 
For the simple reason that (excepting in tbe 
event of an early and general cold snap) the 
heat absorbed by the earth through the summer 
does not with tis here wholly pass off till about 
Christm as or New Year. 
Then, however, tho 
heat im parted to the earth through the summer 
being all gone, “ as the days begin to lengthen," 
we find that the “ cold begins to strengthen.” 
Jack Frost, 
having 
at 
length 
thoroughly 
chilled the ground, and having covered all the 
g reat mountain ranges and most of the land 
with snow again, and frozen over the lakes 
and rivers above tho immediate influence oi 
the sea, tho air is also chilled and winter 
reigns once more. 
A broadly extended “ cold 
snap,” followed by a deep snow, over a wide 
range early in the season, almost invariably 
brings us a hard winter, with a long succession 
of heavy frosts and snows. 
On the other 
hand, if we have no heavy snow that sticks till 
abftnt the middle of January, tho chances aro 
that tho w inter will pass away without much 
sleighing or sk atin g ; for then the sun, with 
the reduced area of snowdolds to operate 
against him, is apt to gain the m astery over 
Old Boreas. As the winds from a snow covered 
range of m ountains are always cold, so arc 
they in proportion chilled in passing over a 
snow covered continent, talk as you may of 
the latent heat of snow. 
Hence the terrible 
freeze 
which comes to us with a regular 
nor’wcster over an unbroken field of suow 
from the Rocky Mountains. 
Hence, too, look­ 
ing to the interests of this crowded metropolis, 
where a deep snow is a dreadful nuisance and 
a bard siinter a serious misfortune, we shall 
not complain, our late snow having disap­ 
peared, if the general hope of a comparatively 
soft and pleasant winter is realized.

The decision of Mr. Delano in regard to tho

Cliratmas Has a wider observance, aad is a deeper 
drain npou cne purse than any oilier occasion of 
the year. This is well, lor selflsaness •svas not born 
eighteen imndrea and sucty-oma years ago tnis da-y. 
The Saviour in all His marvellous purity and humility 
then looked upon tiie earth the perfect man. There 
was no quality then, no Ul-tlmed envy, no super- 
clliona hantear. 


"And snc brought lorlh her first born son, and 


wrapped him in swaddling clotUes, and laid torn in 
a manger; because there was no room for them in 
the Inn. 


And 10 1 the Angel of the Lord came upon them, 


and the glory of the Lord shone around about them; 
and they were sore alratd, 


"For unto yon is born this day. In the city of 


David, a Savlonr, •which is Christ tne Lord. 


"And this shall be a sign nnto you; ye shall find 


the babe wrapped in swaddling ciotnes lying in a 
manger." 


Christ, heralded by the prophets, conceived of tne 


Virgin Mary, bora into lire in tae cold and comfort- 
less maujter nearly nineteen centuries to-day, "be- 
cause there was no room for them In the inn;" 
usliered before tae race it was His mission to re- 
deem by the anzel, sayiag, "Fear not. for beaold I 
bring yott good tiding of frreit joy which shall be 
to aU people;" He, the Messiah, the Mediator, the 
Intercessor, the Lamb of God, 13 the Supreme 
reality from whose grand nativity Is derived Hie 
feast of Christmas, ners, tnen, Is the lountainaead, 
the divine source whence comes so much that is 
cood and noble during Christmas wees. All classes 
can drmt deeply at the springs of religion, "And 
let him that Is atlitrst come, and whosoever will, 
let Mm tafce the water of life freely," for the little 
ri valets and twigs of piety trickling and quietening 
through the world of sacrilege and sin, while Christ; 
and His Apostles wandered, persgcuted and scorned, 
overtr.ickiess deserts and through dense forests. Have 
swollen into the river and tree of life of which John 
writes in ills wondrous Itevelation. But Christinas 
embraces a wider range of meaning than that purely 
commemorative of the birth of Christ. It is a domes- 
tic feast, a historical feast, among other countries 
a national feast, and the world over the most cosmo- 
politan of all leasts as wen as a religious feast. 


As a religious least its Introduction Is attributed 


to Pope Tclesphorns, wUo died A. D. 13S. For many 
ye.irs there was a controversy respecting the actual 
day upon which Christ was born, by theologians of 
tiie Eastern and Western Cnurehes, the former locat- 
ing the most important event In the world's history 
variously in the months of April and May. After a 
dispute in which all the archives of the Church were 


obtained, abou? the fourth, century; an iSiela«£!l 
Pope Julius I., Using the date of the nativity'or 
Christ on the 20th of December, in accordaace witn 
the mutual decision of the Eastern aad Itoman 
Churches. The former, however, was not convinced 
that the day set apart lor tne celebration of the feast 
was the correct one as Indicated by Its chronology; 
and the whole question seems Btill to be Involved In 
that historical obscurity surrounding so many sacred 
events. There Is a tradition that Christ was'born In 
the middle of the nl^at, and, therefore, in the Roman 
Church the day Is ushered m by the performance of 
three masses, one at midnight, one at early dawn, 
and the third in the morning. 
In 
mediaeval 


times the celebration of the festivity was marked 
by curious and Interestms features. 
There was 


scenery in 
the ruda 
outlines 
of the 
aay, 


onus' heads, Eastern ma£i and ornaments of all 
kinds and In grotesque figures. Songs- and carols, 
even now In vojue, nad their origin In these dart 
days of ths Middle Ages. Tne Calabrian mlnstrela 
descended from the mountains and filled Naples ana 
Rome with then- sweet melodies and overpowering 
harmonies on Christmas Eve; and at this remota 
day England and the Continent continue a similar 
custom In the bells and chimes that peal forth on 
the midnight air, to remind the multiplied and 
enlightened peoples that the birth of the Savionr 
gains rather than, as with most events; loses Import- 
ance in the eyes of men. New Yorfc has been accus- 
tomea'to hear the Trinity chimes ring In tne festal 
day, and, as usual, tha mnsic will be produced tlm 
year. 


The practice ofnsmg evergreen with wftloh to deco- 


rate originated with the Druids, who had a anperstl- 
tion that the Sylvan spirits could not be iroatbittea 
In such company. From such a curlons custom 
came the adornmen t of our churches. In some 
countries, holly, rosemarr, laurel and mistletoe are 
employed, and these are not removed till Candle- 
mas, on February 2. Holly ana Ivy remain etilt in 
England the style of decoration, though laurel is 
much In use. 


The religious superstitions attached to the nlstory 


of the festival are numerous. They come mostly 
from savage sources, but liave been devontly cele- 
brated by their believers. By many it aas bsen 
believed that an ox and an ass were present at the 
Holy Kativity, and angnst ceremonials have been 
the consequence, representing tns manner of the 
beast in a suppliant position. At Kaleigu the people 
of tne city gather yearly over the remains of what 
they* consider a burled villase. burled hundreds of 
years ago by a violent earthquake, to listen to the 
ringing of bells, which they assert sound forth on 
every Christmas Eve. 


The most remarkable, even miraculous, incident 
ever recorded is that of the celebrated hawthorns 
tree in 
Glastonbury 
Abbey, Kugland, which 
budded on the 24th or December of each year and 
blossomed on the 25tb. It has now ceased to per- 
form this wonderful freat of nature, and for somo 
years before the cessation In this particular evolu- 
tion it was regarded by tha religious world as an 
evidence of divme will, pointing out with emphasis 
the exact day on which Christ was bora. Ceasing to 
blossom on the 25th of December. It contlsued to 
bloom for a long time on the 5tn of January— another 
significant day m Christian annals. Who'kcows but 
there are thousands of such marvels in natnre 
which, grouped together, would write out, m unmis- 
takable characters, the mission of Christ and tne 
aims of the Supreme Being ? Throughout England 
Christmas Is aa much au Institution as the Church. 


AS a historical feast Christmas is tne oldest, 
bearing direct relatlun to the Saviour. Aside from 
its religious aspect it has for many centuries been 
observed in England, Germany and otuor civilized 
nations with unbounded merriment. 
TaKe Ger- 
many. The family gather together. The children 
are all home, the numerous relatives have come 
from afar off, and If there is a prodlzal son he is 
seen at a great distance, and lut lather kills the 
latted calf and the household gather round about 
and all make merry. The centre table la laden with 
presents and sweetmeats, and in llim day tue 
Christmas tree, brtiliantl£ illuminated with llgbto 
with drooping ornaments, balls in sliver and gold, 
fruits, jewelry and a. sparkling glitter, stands in the 
centre or the room. Generally a yew bougli or a 
Dae tapering specimen of the deciduous species la 
used. There the family rejoice In festivity: IBs 
affectionate reminders given from father to ion 
irom brother to tister, are designated and passed 
around; happy faces become unshed with pleasure 
aad surpriso, and the company s»ll« Into tue harbor 
of the stomach and caati anchor amid the rare 
abundance of wines, cordials, llquon, clilckeni 
hens, capons, sauces and tu« lite.

"Like the sound of the fall of a mighty pine 


in the stillness of the woods," as an Indian 


Twenty-fourth st.TTHs 
orator once said of a chief of his tribe, comes 
to us from Washington the news of the death 
of that heroic and conspicuous patriot and 
public servant, Edwin M. Stanton. Elsewhere 
in these columns we give a sketch of his life 
and public services; but the occasion is emi- 
nently fitting for some passing general remarks, 
which we here propose, on the important part 
which this extraordinary man so well per- 
formed from the beginning to the end of our 
recent terrible and momentous struggle for the 
life of the nation. 


There was a crisis in our national aSairs 


toward the close of Buchanan's deplorable 
administration, the dangers of which can 
hardly be exaggerated. In this crisis there 
were four men on guard, each equal to the 
demands of the hour, who deserve especial 
remembrance. They were General Winfield 
Scott, whose wise military precautions defeated 
the first intended co"p of the Southern con- 
spirators, the capture of Washington; and 
Edwin ST. Stanton, General Dix and Judge 
Holt, who—on the retirement of the secession 
conspirators, Cobb, Floyd and Thompson, and 
in the reconstruction of the Cabinet, which 
followed—it so happened were called in among 
Buchanan's new advisers, and just in time to 
save him from an unconditional capitulation to 
the projected Southern confederacy. 
These 


three men (Stanton, Dix and Holt) held up the 
feeble arms of Buchanan, where otherwise he 
would have fallen in his drivelling imbecility; 
while Scott, with his hastily collected troops and 
improvised defences of the Capitol and Trea- 
sury Department, held at bay the rebel volun- 
teers organized and lying in wait in Maryland 
and Virginia for the assassination of the 
incoming President Lincoln and the seizure' 
of Washington. 


The patriotism and intrepidity exhibited by 


Stanton ia this crisis marked him out to Presi- 
dent Lincoln as his man for the War Office ia 
another crisis with the retirement of General 
Cameron. 
At this point in our history, 


January, 1SS2, the city of Washington and the 
army ofMcClellan were invested by the rebel 
army of Joe Johnston, and tbe Potomac river 
by his land batieries was held under a rigid 
blockade. 
The national cause looked so 


unpromising that England and France were 
itching- for a pretett for an armed alliance 
with Jeff Davis in order to put an end to the 
"Great Republic" and a stop to the march of 
popular institutions and popular ideas. 
At 


Ihe same time our national treasury, depleted 
by Cobb and his associate conspirators, and 
left on the verge of bankruptcy by Buchanan, 
was threatened with ruin. 
Thus the prospect 


for the Union cause, in a diplomatic, finan- 
cial and military view, was dark, dubious and 
discouraging. 


But in this fearful crisis, as in the first, it 


so happened again that there were three men 
in the Cabinet, each in his department the 
very man for the emergency—Seward, Chase 
and'Stanton. A war with England and France 
at the time when Washington and McClellan's 
army were held under siege by Joe Johnston, 
or at any time in the interval to Lincoln's second 
election in 1SG4, would have broken up the 
Union for a division among the spoilers; for 
did not the Chicago Democratic Presideniial 
Convention of that year pronounce the war 
against the Southern confederacy "a failure?" 
It was imperatively necessary then on our 
part to avoid anipture with England or France, 
for a break with either would have been a war 
with both. How ,our Secretary of State, 
Seward, kept the peace with them we need not 
here repeat. In his humiliating concessions 
and special pleadings, from time to time, he 
sorely tried the patience of our Northern 
people, but, much against their will, he kept 
off England and France. 


In the next place, without money we could 


riot have maintained- for a twelvemonth the 
war against Jeff Davis and his cotton and 
English cotton loans. 
The paper money sys- 


tem, organized and put into operation by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Chase, met the 
exigency, and in making the banks and other 
corporations and the great body of the people 
of the North the holders and endorsers of his 


the rebels again in front of, the national cap! 
tal. Next Grant is called to the rescue, in 
the command of all our armies, and his grand 
combinations, with Stanton'a supplies of man 
and materials, diffused over an area equal to 
the half of Europe, culminated in the flight and 
pursuit of Jeff Davis and of Lee, in tlie light of 
their burning Confederate capital, and ended in 
the collapse of the rebellion. 
Through all 


these vicissitudes the courage, the constancy, 
the wonderful industry, capabilities and re- 
sources of Stanton never failed and never 
fliached. There he stood among the breakers, 
a strong lighthouse, through all the lashings of 
the storm, always shining out only the more 
clearly when apparently threatened with de- 
struction. 


An honest, earnest, active, firm, resolute, 


decisive and efficient man was Stanton in the 
War Office—the man of all men for tbe part he 
had to play. 
It may be said that he was 


rough, imperious, despotic, cruel and offensive 
in many things. 
Measured, however, by the 


hatred of the implacable adherents of the 
rebellion, in his services to the Union he stands 
first in the list of the great champions of the 
cause. Eminently distinguished in the charac- 
ter of Carnot, he has left the additional fame 
of a lawyer fully qualified for the high position 
to which he was but the other day appointed 
and confirmed, as a judge of the Supreme 
Court. 
His name will live and his memory 


will be revered while the enduring principles 
of Union, liberty, equal rights and law survive 
in the minds of men. His friends, in view of 
his services as a public man, are millions ia 
number, while the enemies he leaves behind 
him, 
with a few exceptions, are the unhappy 


mourners over the "lost cause." 


No EntuusIfnK Alliances witU Europe. 
There is generally danger in over much talk- 


ing and in long drawn out diplomatic corre- 
spondence, and Mr. Fish has shown this in his 
lengthy despatch of September 25, 1809, on 
the Alabama claims. He has gone in direct 
opposition to the cherished policy of this coun- 
try, of making no entangling alliances or enter- 
ing into no unnecessary international obliga- 
tions with the governments of Europe. 
From 


the time of Washington, who first cautioned 
his country against entering into entangling 
alliances with European Powers, and who 
desired this republic to have a policy of its 
own, 
to within a recent period our govern- 


ment has avoided entering into general treaties 
iavkg a political bearing. Yet our present 
Secretary of States says to Mr. Motley, tlic 
American Minister at London, to be communi- 
cated to the British government, that import- 
ant changes in the rules of public law regard- 
ng neutral rights and belligerency arc desir- 
able, and that this ^ has been demonstrated by

the scene. 
He organized war on a grand 


scale. He furnished arms, ammunition, pro- 
visions, clothing .and transportation with a 
liberal hand in every quarter; but bis first 
reward was a series of terrible defeats, which 
brought the enemy upon the heels of onr 
routed armies to the gates of Washington. 
Then follows a hopeful victory or two, and 
then another catalogue of defeat^ which bring

Let those 
whose households are illuminated with happi- 
ness to-day forget not, when the church bells 
call them to worship—to join in the glorious 
anthem which belongs to this great festival 
that there are many homes around them where 
but little Christmas festivity will enter. Let 
them remember, also, that all the duties of the 
day are not limited to prayers and preachings. 
God help the poor little ones whose fathers 
went home last night with diminished purses! 
No joyful jingle of Santa Clans' merry bells 
for them. No comfort for their sad young 
hearts but the smiles and whispers of the 
angels who minister to Him who said "Suffer 
little children to come unto me."

It will be observed, in looking over thia

While rolling its annual circuit round ihe 


sun of six hundred millions of miles the earth 
has not its axis or its poles placed at right 
angles with the line it pursues, but in an 
oblique or slanting direction; first, beginning 
with the year, careening so as to present the 
northern hemisphere more directly to the sun, 
for half the year, and then careening back so 
as to give the other half of the year to the 
southern hemisphere. 
Thus, when it is mid- 


winter in Naw York it is midsummer in the 
same degree of latitude south of the equator, 
and vice versa; and as for the month or so of 
irregularities 
between the forenoons and 


afternoons, at the turning point of the earth 
from north to south, 'or from south to north, 
in its daily revolutions at these times, wo 
may compare the earth to a ship in tacking 
about It takes a little time in making the 
tack before the ship gets under full sail again; 
and so it is with the earth in recovering the 
equilibrium on her axletree. 
By the 3th ol 


January, having made the turn, or rather the 
lift, which is to bring her northern hemisphere 
back again to the sun, she will be all right 
again, and our days will go on lengthening, 
morning aad evening the same, till the sum- 
mer is again upon us.

Our Postal JJelntioaa with France. 


The excitement occasioned by the announce- 


ment that our present postal relations with 
France will expire on the 1st of January next 
was alleged by the Emperor's 
expression 


during his recent interview with General 
Banks of an earnest wish for a satisfactory 
international adjustment 
of postal 
affairs 


between France and the United States. This 
wish was doubtless father of the imperial 
decree which has since been promulgated, 
establishing new postal arrangements between 
the two countries. Letters of ten grammes 
weight, sent direct, require prepayment of 
sixty centimes; sent by way of England, 
seventy centimes. Stamps are to be obtained 
of the French administration. 
Insufficient 


prepayment under the postage, null. The pre- 
payment of all letters carried by the French 
steamers is obligatory. 
In the decree an 


advance is made towards cheap ocean postage, 
the advantages of which must ultimately be 
recognized by the French as well as by the 
English and German. The interruption to the 
French trade which even a brief suspension 
of our postal relations with France would 
cause would be more seriously felt there than 
here. ' General Banks seems to have effected 
what Senator Ramsey failed to accomplish on 
his late mission as a special agent to secure a 
new postal treaty. A Paris paper, Le Parle- 
menf, echoed public opinion both in France 
and iu the United States when it said there is 
reason to hope that the negotiations between 
Mr. Washburne and Prince de la Tour 
d'Auvcrgne relative to the French-American 
cables will soon reach a conclusion satisfac- 
tory to all.

For the simple reason that (excepting in the 
event of an early and general cold snap) the 
heat absorbed by the earth through the summer 
docs not with us here wholly pass off till about 
Christmas or New Year. Then, however, the 
heat imparted to the earth through the summer 
being all gone, "as the days begin to lengthen," 
we find that the "cold begins to strengthen." 
Jack Frost, having at length thoroughly 
uiuiluo. tUo giound, and having covered all the 
great mountain ranges and most of the land 
with snow again, and frozen over the lakes 
and rivers above the immediate influence of 
the sea, the air is also chilled and winter 
reigns once more. A broadly extended "cold 
snap," followed by a deep snow, over a wide 
range early in the season, almost invariably 
brings us a hard winter, with a long succession 
of heavy frosts and snows. On the other 
hand, if we have no heavy snow that slicks till 
about the middle of January, the chances are 
that the winter will pass away without much 
sleighing or skating; for then the sun, with 
the reduced area of suowfields to operate 
against him, is apt to gain the mastery over 
Old Boreas. As the winds from a snow covered 
range Of mountains are always cold, so are 
they in proportion chilled in passing over a 
snow covered continent, talk as you may of 
the latent heat of snow. Hence the terrible 
freeze which comes to us with a regular 
nor'wester over an unbroken field of saow 
from the Rocky Mountains. Hence, too. look- 
ing to the interests of this crowded metropolis, 
where a deep snow is a dreadful nuisance and 
a hard winter a serious misfortune, we shall 
not complain, our late snow having disip- 
peared, if the general hope of a comparatively 
soft and pleasant winter is realized. 


Shaking Up Iho Shakers. 


The decision of Mr. Delano in regard to the 


"communities'1 is disturbing the souls of those 
quiet and would-be perfect men, who, having 
turned out in rebellion against our social laws, 
have yet a properly keen eye to finance. The 
communists, who make an income return of 
their whole society, claim that they aro 
entitled to a thousand dollars exemption for 
every member, but the Commissioner decides 
that they are only entitled to a single 
exemption of one thousand dollars. If there 
is a community of a hundred members, thia 
will, of course, make ninety-nine thousand 
dollars difference in the amount subject to 
tax. They argue that this is disfranchising 
their members. 
We do not see that there ia 


any disfranchisement at all. 
The Commis- 


sioner does not in this case act with, or 
for, or against persons. 
He acts for a 


"return." 
All he can see is that there is but 


one return, and on one return the law allows 
him to make but one exemption. If there is 
any disfranchisement it is the consequence of 
what the communists have themselves dona 
and began when the several members agreed 
to relinquish for certain purposes their per- 
sonal individuality, and, in the collective mass, 
to stand before the world as one social entity.

Navy announces to the Navy and Marine corps the 
death in this city, at an early hour this morning, of 
Hon. 
Edwm M. Stanton; who had served the 
nation in various positions of honor and dignity 
and especially with marked distinction and ability 
as Secretary ror the Department or War during tha 
recent successful struggle for the maintenance or 
the uatou. As a mark, ui rospeot to, the mtmorv of 


The deceased ex-Secretary was a native or Ohio, 


having been born at Steubeuvllle. m that State, on 
the 19th of December, 1815. His father, a native of 
North Carolina, was a physician in good practice, 
bnt emigrated to Ohio from Virginia berore the blrvh 
or the subject of this sketch. Edwin M. Stanton re- 
ceived a good rudimentary education aud subse- 
quently entered Kenyou College, bnt did not remain 
there many months, his father's circumstances be- 
coming straitened ana compelling his retnrn. it was 
aoout the year 1834 when he moved to Columbus, the 
capital or OhiOj^and obtained a situation as clert in a 


this position he applied lumtelf diligently to the 
study of law, and with such success that in isss ho 
was admitted to the bar. At first he engaged in 
fracuce at Cadiz, In Harrison county, where he 
served one term as prosecuting attorney, and at its 
expiration remrnca to Steubenviile, his native 
place. Here he settled permanently, acquired 
an extensive and profltabie practice, ana be- 
came prominent in politics. Mr. Stanton was, at the 
time, 
a member 
or the democratic 
party, 


which then controlled the State. In 1839 the 
Legislature of Ohio elected him reporter of the de- 
cisions of the supreme Court for a term of three 
years. The duties of this really laborious office 
were performed with skill and ability. His repu- 
tation as a lawyer had also spread over southeastern 
Ohio and the frontier counties of Western Virginia, 
throughout which section or country he principally 
practised. 
The success that attented his profes- 


sional career was signal and honorable, and made 
him known far outsfde the limits or the States men- 
tioned. When, In 1843, c. J. McNutty, Clerk or tho 
House of Representatives, was charged* with defal- 
cation, he selected Mr. Stantoa to defend him. The 
trial tooK place at Washington, aad although the 
evidence was heavy against the accused the legal 
talent of his counsel was successful m obtaining a 
verdict of acquittal. This case, which was undoubt- 
edly of great gravity and importance, was a surnal 
triumph for Mr. Stanton. It gave him a national 
reputation and placed him beside the great legal 
lights or the country. 


REMOVAL TO PENNSYLVANIA. 


In 1S4S Mr. Stanton, to the great regj-et or hla 


Ohio clients, removed to Pittsbnrff, Pennsylvania, 
where he had rormcd a protcssional copartnershro 
wittt Charles Slialer aud Theodore Umbstratter. law- 
yers of distinction and large practice. In a brief while 
the deceased was the recognized head or the Pittsbarg 
oar. His practice, however, was by nomeans confined 
10 Pennsylvania. Probably tlie most profltabie part 
of It was in the Supreme Court of the United States at 
Washington, to the bar of which he had been called 
some years previous.' Here ne was engaged in some' 
of the most noted cases or the times, such as tnat or 
the Wheeling Bridge Company, in wnich he was 
associated with the iate Robert J. Walker. 
His 


argument in this case is regarded as a model of close, 
ogical and thouKhuui reasoning, and deservedly 
ranks hign in the legal world, being considered 
worthy a place in Howard's Reports. In many other 
cases of great importance, both before the Supreme 
Court and berore the courts or Pennsylvania, he was 
irommentu concerned during his residence 
in 


•ittsburg. His attention to business and the assi- 
duity he displayed in an matters entrusted to his 
harge enabled clients to place the utmost reli- 
ability upon mm. As might ba supposed, h* found 
mt little or no time to participate In polities, save 
as a voter. He was, however, a recognized demo- 
rat, and If at any time nls influence was exerted 
or a candidate it was Invariably in behalf, or tua 
eraocracy. We state this fact particularly, because 
ome ultra radical writers have declared tuat he haa 
been a neutral. 


RESIDENCE IN WASHINGTON. 


Mr. Stanton's ousmess in the Supreme Court of 
•» United states became so large tnat he was com-

He endeavored to Infuse into the flxplrins: adminis- 
tration of the President some part or tue energy that 
he possessed. He urged the re-enforcement of Fort 
Sumter and, provisioning of tne garrfeou, and had 
his aovice been taken at the tune it was made the 
story of Anderson's futile defence woiSd probably 
never have been told. But Mr. Buchanan was un- 
eo.ua! to the emergency. Weexs and montto p&ssea, 
and then came the day when Mr. Lincoln was in- 
stalled. Then Mr. Stanton left the office of Attorney 
General and retired to private life. He had done his 
best to make the last few months of Ills ctuefs official 
career honorable, it not glorious. He had failed, 
and when he resumed the practice of his profession 
S d1^ aPPear a3 "" t1"* entire Cabinet or President 
Buchanan, sharing with him all or public odium had 
doomed the lutnre Secretary to a lifelong political 
obscurity. 


CAREER A3 SECRETARY Of WAR. 
It would be interesting to learn what influenced 


Mr. Lincoln to appoint Mr. stautdh Secretary oi 
war, and who first proposed his name. 
Certainly 
he had done nothing that we are aware of to show 
himself capable of filling the position, which, of all 
others, at the time was the most important in the 
Cabinet. At any rate wlien on the uth of January, 
1862, Mr. Cameron retired from the War Office peo- 
ple were tasen oy surprise upon hearing that Ed- 
win M. Stanton had been appointed his successor. 
He entered upon the duties at an hour when tne 
affairs of the country were in a ueolorable condition. 
The army, dispirited by defeat" and the vigorous 
front presented by tbe vlctorous Confederates, was 
in a poor state of organization. Everywhere donbt 
and anxiety were evident. Air. Stanton set to work 
and "organized victory," Into every branch of his 
department he Infused a tireless, resistless energv. 
Regiments and brigades were organized with won- 
derful rapidity and sent to the field : the ordnance 
and commlssarat were well supplied ana placed 
upon an efficient footing. The army moved— 
not 
to easy 
victory, 
for 
that 
was 
not 
possible, 
but to 
certain 
triumph. 
Defeat 
after defeat could not snake the firmness of the 
Secretary or War. When, in lf-62, the Conteaerates 
swept everything before them aad the dark crlooin 
overspread the Korth, Mr. Stanton 
remained 
unappalled, 
energetic, 
determined. 
He 
pur- 
sued 
the even 
tenor of his wav, nndis- 


couragecl 
by 
reverses. 
The press "showered 
blame upon him for disasters, and he shrngged bis 
shoulders at the press. Newspaper correspondents 
abused him, and he locked them up in prison. 
K is undeniable that to those days Mr. Stan 
ton was cold, hard and tyrannical. A law- 
yer of eminence, though he was he did not 
hesitate to snap his fingers at the law aad to exer- 
cise his will. If suspicion fell upon any person a 
lettre ae cacltec went out rrom the War Office and the 
suspected person soon found himself in a cell. He 
might have been innocent; he might have been 
guilty; it made no panicle of difference to itr. Stau- 
ton. Sow, all of this is true. He was a bitter, 
relentless despot during the war. But nad he been 
anything else the South would have gamed her mile- 
penaenoe. The time demanded extraordinary mea- 
sures; vacillation or strict observance of constitu- 
tional prerogatives would have culminated in tne 
dissolution 01 tae Union. Xone knew this better than 
Mr. Stanton. 


And Trhen after three years of hard fighting ths 


end came, to the Secretary of War mucn or the glory 
belonged. All supporters of the Union united in 
lauding bis praises. It mattered little whetuer he 
had blasted tne reputation or this or that general 
for whom he entertained nostae sentiments. That 
was a ouestion tor time and mstoiv to decide, jbnt 
in the exultation of tne hour only the great result 
coula be recognized. Grant and ileade, Sheridan 
and Hancock bore testimony to the great service 
rendered tne country by rae War Minister. Only 
Sherman stood aloof, and his voice was silent be 
cause btanton's irascibility had dismayed itself upon 
him. 
Of many things regarding Mr. Stanton's 
career as Secretary oi War it would be nseiess to 
speak, because tney are contested at the present 
time. We shall not decide whether he was respon- 
sible for the non-exchanfre or prisoners and conse- 
quent norrors of Andersonvilie; neither snail we 
inquire whether he sacrificed McClellan and Hooker, 
as has oeeu repeatedly asserted. Bearing In mmd 
only the great lesnlt we have nothing of reproaches 
and everything of praise ror lum-

Department, as defiant as ever. It is undeniably 
true that throughout these dramatic procceainiss 
he had erred m clinging to his position, even ihougu 
urged to ic tjv all m,* uarty leaders. He should nave 
wuuiicawn rrom tne Ca-toimn. tuc motnent; ue discov- 
ered that his presence in it was diaastreeable to the 
Chief Magistrals or the nation. Xttw onuilon we 
expressed ui the time, ana events have not since 
induced us to cnange it, it ia, however, simple 
justice to Sir. Stanton to state expressly that he was 
in a measure persuaded into resisting the President, 
The radicals were determined to carry out success- 
rully their plan or reconstruction, and as much de- 
pended upon the Secietary of War they prevailed 
upon tuat official to "stick" in spite or.all the eiforts 
to lemove him. 


Mr. Stanton's health had been much impaired by 
his arduous labors during the war. When he re- 
turned to private life tor the last time It was with a 
constitution weak and broken. For some time past 
he had been ailing. But a few days, ago he was 
nominated for a Judgeship of the Supreme Court or 
the United States, and confirmed by tie Senate with 
out the usual reference. Death prevented his assum- 
ing the robes ol utfice. His career wad a great aud 
glorious one. A grateful people will long cherish his 
memory, and will twine arouud it the laurels oi im- 
mortality.

Professor Uoremus gave a number or lllustrafions 
ol this, among which were a lady who hud used a 
lace powucr wuh lead in tc, aud which powaer had 
the euphonious name of the -Uloom of Youth," had 
been treated by him lor paralysis of the face, and 
the paralysis remained, ior a considerable time and 
was to a slight extent permanent 
The testimony of the physician who attended the 
deceased Mas read to Prolessor Doreums, wh'o stared 
that none of tne symptoms desmued were the result 
or poison. There was certainly no ulcer, which the 
physician supposed to exist. 


Coroner Scinrmer said, in handing the case over 
to the jury, lie was sorry to say that it would be very 
difficult for tliem to find the cause ol death m this 
particular case, inasmuch as the medical testimony 
was somewhat incomplete; inasmuch as tlie body, 
when submitted to post-mortem examination, was 
decomposed. Professor Uoreinns was unable to find 
any organic poison m the 'System, except a small 
quantity of lead, and which may be accounted lor 
probably by the testimony of Dr. Dnpuis, taken at 
the former proceedings, on the 27th of November. 
Tne jury, alter a short deliberation, returned the 
following verdict:— ••ThaE as tue post-mortem exam- 
ination and chemical analysis lalled to show tbe 
cause or death, we flnd that Michael Caller came to 
his death irom causes to us unknown." 
Coroner Schlrmer, then addressing Mrs. GaHer, 
told her that he now discharged her. lie said ne 
had permitted her to be at large on her own parole 
while tluu inquiry was pending, ta he felt satisfied. 
from what he then knew, that no other result would 
bo nicely to occnr than that which he bad tne plea- 
sure of communicating to her— that she left thin in- 
quiry without any Imputation resting upon her.

loy last correspondence. 
The iollowing day being Sunday I went, to

A description of the mosque and citadel wonld 


lead me too far: but'irom the platform of the latter 
we hau an admirable view of old Cairo, Uonlac, site 
or Memphis, die grcal Pyramids, the Obelisk 
of Heliopous, the rums of Mataresh,. Pyramids 
of fcaktiaut and the antique Xile. Here would .1 
linger; here would 1 say that of all the delights ou 
e<mh jew can be compared to a sal! down this niys- 
terioos river. From sudden sunnse until quick twi- 
Jiaht the tourist goes through many worlds and 
phases of thought.' The silence fast impresses him 
as he glides along uudumrbed in contemplation 
either or the banks, all quivering with living things, 
or of the stupendous piled rocss ana sandhills, or 
the desert, or the pars and garden green, wnlch 
contrast against hoary old age by patches. The peli- 
can, naps his wings, the jackal-whirls above, a huge 
flsh gulps and startles one, a partridge or a quail 
rises; and all along that boundless calm a yearning 
to mow more of tue hidden past. Gilt tombs, inin-

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Trade and Truffle of tbe New Route. 


[From GalignanVs Messenger of Paris, Dec- 9.] 
The trallic from the opening to theasth—that is, 


eleven days, was as follows:—Fifty-two vessels ar- 
rived from Port Said at Late Tunsab between the 
17th and 19th of November, aud seven between the 
20th and 28tn; fifty-one vessels lelt LaKe Tiinsah for 
Suez from the I'Jtu to the 21at, aud live from the 22d 
W tne 28th. The arrivals at Port Said from Suez Iu 
the interval between the 18th and 28th were, alto- 
gether, forty-five. Of these vessels seven were from 
eastern Beas. on their way to Europe; nine were 
ironi the Mediterranean, on their way to the Indies. 


The total number of vessels that passed through
